Mexican Holdup 


An annual Marin visitor» and re­ 
tired oil company executive. Thomas 
Archibald Spedding, was shot to 
death In Mexico December 27, Mexi­ 
can polk» disclosed yesterday. 
The 58-year-old British citizen 
and sportsman, who was a visitor 
each year at the home of Mrs. 
Nellie Moller. 1616 Grand avenue, 
San Rafael, left Marin last mohth 
for Mexico. 
He was found in the front seat of 
his '49 sedan about 50 feet from the 
highway to Mexico City near San 
Juan del Rio, Durango. 
He had 
apparently been robbed of his wal­ 
let, wrist watch and ring, according 
to Police Chief Julio Outierres of 
Durango. 
It was learned that Spedding, a 
bachelor, had spent Christmas alone 
at an XI Paso, Texas, hotel. 
Chief Gutierrez said he was told 
a man was seen ttf the car with 
Spedding shortly before the body 
was discovered. 
Spedding'* San Rafael friends, 
who thought he was not particularly 
wealthy, were surprised to learn of 
tha existence of a checkbook show­ 
ing he had written checks totaling 
$51,000 in the past week. One was 
for $20,000, one for $15,000, one for 
$9,000, one for $2,000 and five for 
$1900 each. 
One friend, Desmond McTavlsh, 
of San Rafael, said Spedding had 
cashed a check for $1900 before he 
left Marin county and believed that 
was his only cash for the trip. 
Spedding, formerly with the Asi­ 
atic Petroleum company with head­ 
quarters in China, was interned for 
four years by the Japanese. 
His body may be sent to Pasadena 
where other friends live. 


Pfc. Jack Oliver, 34, a veteran of 
Tarawa and I wo Jima, died Decem­ 
ber 4 as a result of wounds re­ 
ceived in action in Korea, his sister, 
Mrs. Pauline Johnson, House A 4, 
Apt. 27, Marin City, revealed yester­ 
day. 
He is Marin county's fourth resi­ 
dent reported killed in the Korean 
war. 
, 
OUver, 
attached 
to 
the 
First 
Marine Division, made his home 
with Mrs. Johnson. He re-enlisted 
last year for two years of overseas 
duty. 
When the war broke out, he told 
his sister he did not expect to re­ 
turn if sent to Korea because “no­ 
body's luck oould hold out that 
long.** He had seen three years of 
service in the South Pacific during 
-4 the last war. 
Mrs. Johnson said that the few 
letters she had received from her 
brother were “brief and bitter." She 
learned of his death in a hospital 
from her mother in Oklahoma, who 
had received the official notification. 
Oliver had worked for a San Ra­ 
fael auto parts company before his 
return to the service, 
An older brother. Perry, 28, a 
Marin City cab driver, served in 
Germany during the last war. 
Originally from Oklahoma, Mrs. 
Johnson came out here in 1945 with 
her father, s Greyhound bus em­ 
ployee. Jack OUver joined her and 
enlisted at 17 in the Marines.

Hits Live Wire

F. Lloyd Grmndl who brought the 
action to obtain the right of way 
for the sewer, wiR pay the Hopkins 
$1,000 for the 380 feet of easement. 


$118.000,000.000 Spent 
WASHINGTON (AV-P r e s i d ent 
Truman today signed a $19941,412,- 
938 emergency bill, boosting to ap­ 
proximately $118900900900 tha total 
appropriations of tha lis t Congress. 


The town of Suwon, 20 miles south 
of Seoul, was reported intact and 
still in United Nations hands. 
In the companion drive against 
Wonju, 55 miles southeast of Seoul, 
the Reds were aiming to cut off the 
southeastward retreat route of the 
allies. 


ORDERED TO DESTROY UN 
Red China’s troops and their 
satellite North Korean ally fought 
under the orders of Premier Kim H 
Sung to “pursue, surround and de­ 
stroy the enemy units.” 
The strategy is timeworn in mili­ 
tary annals and fits the hammer 
and sickle design: pound the enemy 
into an encircling trap for the kill. 
Allied troops still fought stoutly, 
however, against overpowering force, 
and still have maneuvering space. 
The mass of seven Red China 
armies — 210,000 or more troops— 
thrust dose to Wonju. 
Allied artillery and Red mortars 
dueled for the city’s airstrip. Smoke 
and dust plumed into the sky. Com­ 
munist rifle fire crackled from the 
western hills. 
But AF. correspondent William C. 
Barnard said allied defenders still 
fought north of the key city at 
nightfall Saturday. 


POUND END OF LINE 
While the Reds cut through Won- 
ju’s outer defenses, the commun­ 
ists pounded at both ends of the 
allied line across South Korea. 
One hammer force hit south of 
the twice-lost capital of Seoul, 
striking* toward 
Suwon 
and 
its 
abandoned airfield. 
Allied troops 
slammed a leading force of 1,000 
Reds to a stop after a fight that 
raged throughout Saturday morning 
10 miles south of Seoul. 
Allied 
artillery chewed through the com­ 
munist ranks, but survivors dug in, 
waiting for the Reds’ main western 
force massed east of Seoul. 
The other hammer force pounded 
in four regiment strength—12900 
men—south o t Yongpo on the east­ 
ern front. Yongpo, 25 miles inland 
from the Sea of Japan, is about six 
miles south of the parallel 38 bor­ 
der. 
BIG ROAD CENTER 
Wonju, 45 miles south of 38, lies 
at mid-point between Korea's coast 
lines. Aoads fan out in all direc­ 
tions. Fall of the vital hub would 
give the Reds control of the heart 
of South Korea. 
Their manpower masses could 
swing to the right or left or straight 
down the road toward Taegu, the 
allied anchor in last Summer’s fight 
for the Pusan beachhead. 
But it was to the southwest that 
the richest prize beckoned the Reds. 
There, along the old “heartbreak 
highway” of allied retreat last sum­ 
mer, the Eighth Army was pulling 
back into new defense lines set deep 
in South Korea.

The New Legislature 


Monday morning California » 40 state senator» 
and 80 assemblymen gather in Sacramento for 
the opening of the 1951 session of the Suit 
Legislature. 
The session carries no number. 
Long ago count was lost in a maze of numbering 
complications caused by the bi-annual meetings 
of the Legislature and numerous special sessions 
which the system caused. 
Now instead of being numbered, as are the 
sessions of our national Congress, they are 
named-general session in odd numbered years, 
budget session in even numbered yean. 
Offi­ 
cially the 1951 General Session of the Legislature 
opens Monday. 
But the important thing is not what it is 
called, hut what it does.

McCol­ 
lister says he again will introduce bills which 
would put the bridge into the highway system 
one way or another. 
McCarthy has definitely

There is a grave doubt, however, that this can 
be easily accomplished at this session. 
It will

It it 
unbelievable that southern California will be 
willing to allocate another northern Assembly- 
man at the expense of one from the south. And 
there can be no more assemblymen than 80l 
Civilian defense and its cost also will be a 
major hurdle for the solons.

NEW YORK UTh- The greatest 
debate in American history— on 
war and survival — swept this 
country and across the world to­ 
day, gripping the minds of millions 
of people.

Sober edi­ 
torials analyzed the issues. On 
both sides of the Atlantic, and in 
the Orient as well, speeches, state­ 
ments and broadcast reaction rose 
like sparks from the central fire. 
The debate was touched off by 
four prominent Americans, who 
spoke at intervals of about a week 
apart. 
They were former president Her­ 
bert Hoover; John Foster Dulles, 
Republican advisor on 
foreign 
policy; Thomas E. Dewey, governor 
of New York; and Joseph P. Ken­ 
nedy, former ambassador to Great 
Britain. 
Each pointed the danger, and 
uttered the warning. Each offered 
a plan for survival. 
ALL SURVEY RESOURCES 
All four surveyed the resources, 
military, political and economic, 
of the Communist world and the 
western Democracies. 
All four 
noted advantages and disadvan­ 
tages in geography for both sides. 
They agreed on many factors 
in the equation. 
But they disagreed sharply on 
three questions, which, in fact, 
form the core of the great debate. 
They are; 
1—What is the relative value, 
to the United States, of our 
present allies if war comes? 
I—How much, if any, men and 
money should we continue to place 
in Europe? 
»—Where shad Americans look 
for the hrpe of survival? 
FIRST POINT 
On the first point, this is what 
tht> said: 
Hoover asserted that Western 
Europe has greater manpower and 
productive capacity today than it 
had in either World War One or 
Two. American efforts to bring 
unity to them have failed, he said. 
One of his key statements, was: 
"The prime obligation of defense 
of Western Europe rests upon the 
nations of Europe. America can­ 
not create their spiritual forces; 
we cannot buy them with money." 
Similarly with the United Na­ 
tions 
and 
specifically 
Britain, 
Hoover said: "It is clear the U.N. 
cannot mobilise substantial mili­ 
tary forces. It is clear continental 
Europe has not in the three years 
of our aid developed that unity 
of purpose and that will power 
necessary for its own defense. It 
is clear that our British friends 
are flirting with appeasement of 
Communist China, It is clear that 
the United Nations is in a fog of 
debate and indecision whether to 
sppeise or not to tppease." 
John Foster Dulles and Gov. 
Dewar disagree with this sum­ 


mation. Neither made direct ref­ 
erence to Hoover or his address. 
On the same issue of America's 
allies, Dewey said: 
"If our owh ideals of freedom 
in the world did not require it, 
the 
stark 
necessities of 
self- 
preservation would demand that 
we develop and keep strong brave 
allies. We shall make united snd 
mighty the foites of the free 
world, and swiftly, or we shall be 
soon isolated and left to die." 
Dulles went even further. 
He listed the achievements *of 
the United Nations and the United 
8tates. Noting that Russia could 
boast of no new country conquered 
in 1090, he said, "that means the 
free world has found the wty to 
slow down Soviet Communist ex­ 
pansion by methods short of open 
war. That is no mean accomplish­ 
ment."

FEWER FRIENDS 
SAYS KENNEDY 
Former ambassador Kennedy, 
however, said: "We have far fewer 
friends than we had in 1945. The 
military strength of# Britain is 
one fourth of what it was in 1946 
snd she shows every inclination 
to avoid the heavy burdens that 
would be involved in rebuilding 
it." 
He asked, "Where is there in 
all Europe any buffer against a 
massed Russian assault? 
Worse 
than this, where is there any de­ 
termination 
to create such a 
buffer?" 
Those were 
the 
four 
views on 
the question 
of the value 
of 
Western Europe to the United 
States in case of war. 
MONEY FOR EUROPE 
Divergent views, too, came 
on 
the question 
of whether more 
money should be furnished to 
Western Europe. 
Hoover — "To warrant our fur­ 
ther sid they should show they 
have spiritual strength and unity 
to avail themselves of their own 
resources. But it must be far more 
than paper promises and declara­ 
tions. Today it must express it­ 
self in organised and equipped 
combat divisions of such large 
numbers as would erect a sure 
dam against the Red flood. And 
that before we land another man 
or another dollar on their shores." 
Dull«, expending his theme of 
the value of collective security in 
Europe, said "Solitary defense is 
never impregnable." The Western 
world must be in position to deter 
a Russian attack, he said, or ef­ 
fectively to counter-attack if it 
comes. "Around the rim of the 
captive world, the free world can 
create enough economic snd po­ 
litical vigor, enough m i l i t a r y 
strength and enough will to resist 
so that these areas c a n n o t be 
chiefly conquered." 
# 
Kenndy —"It is idle to talk of 
being able to hold the line of 
the Elbe or the lint of the Rhine. 
Why should we waste valuable re­ 
sources In making such an at­ 
tempt? 
“If the weakened European na­ 
tions wish to hold that Une and 
demonstrate a determination to 
do so, it may be that we can 
afford them some help." 
Dewey— Tor s decade, the 
tragic words, 'too Utile and too 
Let not these words he the 


epitaph of America and of our 
civilization." 
THIRD KEY QUESTION 
On the third key question—a 
program tor survival—the views of 
all four varied, in basis, and in 
degree. 
Gov. Dewey called for staying 
ahead 
in the development of 
atomic weapons. Without going 
into detail, he advocated main­ 
taining "invulnerable bases around 
the world from which to send 
the bomb." 
Kennedy said our s t r e n g t h 
should be concentrated in Canada, 
the Caribbean, Latin America and 
Iceland. He said we should get 
out of Korea and Asia and not 
attempt to hold the river lines 
in Europe. 
Dulles said the United States 
is not confronted with only one 
alternative—to withdraw entirely, 
or to commit our forces all over 
the world. He insisted that the 
problem is to select the bases, 
anywhere in the world, from which 
we can counter-attack a Russian 
assault, and where our power will 
tend to "deter" a Soviet on­ 
slaught. 
"When 1 was in the Senate 
working for the ratification of the 
North Atlantic Pact," he said, "I 
took the position that it did not 
commit the U.S. to the land de­ 
fense of any particular area. It 
did commit us to action, but the 
action of our own choosing rather 
than action that an aggressoi 
could dictate to us." 
Hoover's phrase, d e s c r i b i n g 
America as a "Western hemisphere 
Gibralter of Western civilization" 
has already gone 
around the 
world, stirring various reactions. 
NOT WITHDRAWING 
But the former president was 
careful to point that he did not 
mean 
withdrawing 
inside 
this 
country or this hemisphere alone. 
On the contrary, he said we could 
hold the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, snd that our western fron­ 
tier should be on Britain "if she 
wishes 
to 
cooperate," 
snd 
in 
Japan, Formosa and the Philip­ 
pines in the east. 
He said we have little need for 
large land armies "unless we are 
going to Europe or China." But, 
he said, we should arm our sea 
and air forces "to the teeth.1 
Japan, he said, should be given 
her independence and provided 
with arms to defend herself. China 
should be branded as an aggressor 
and denied a seat in the U.N. 
The members of the U.N. should 
stop all shipments of supplies to 
the Chine« Reds that can be used 
for military purposes. 
END TO VACILLATION 
He called for an end to vacilla­ 
tion and disunity in Europe, a 
concrete demonstration of the will 
and ability to fight if attacked. 
He described Germany as "their 
frontier." 
The United States, Hoover said, 
must continue to aid the hungry 
in the world, and to aid “other 
nations when they have displayed 
spirit snd strength in defense 
against Communism." 
There can be no appeasement, 
cause of freedom has echoed the 
he oontinued. And be said: 
"We Americans alone with eea 
and air power can so control the 
Atlantic ami Pacific oceans that 
there can be no possible Invasion 
of the western hemisphere by 
Communist armies. They can no 
more reach Washington la force

WASHINGTON (JP) - It happens every two 
years when a new Congress takes over.

Many Eye Infections 
Are Being Helped 
By New Wonder Drugs 


Success of the wonder drugs 
against eye infections is one of 
their important but, often over­ 
looked, benefits. 
The tissues of the eye are more 
exposed to infection than other 
parts of the body. At the same 
time, their resistance to it is less. 
Thus, in the days before the ad­ 
vent of the sulfonamide drugs and 
the antibiotics, eye infections often 
proved difficult to deal with. To­ 
day, all this is changed. We can 
find in our ever-increasing list of 
such medications a remedy against 
most of the numerous infections 
which commonly affect the eyes. 


INFECTION 6F SKIN 
For infection of the skin of the 
lids and the lid margins, particu­ 
larly with streptococci and sta- 
phyUcocci germs, the sulfonamide 
drug! seem most effective in the 
application of a five per cent oint­ 
ment. However, bacitracin and 
penicillin ointments axe also use­ 
ful. 
In the case of an abscess on the 
lid, such as a stV, sulfonamide 
drugs, taken by mouth, are quite 
useful. Infection of the lid edge, 
known as biepn&ritis, is also treat­ 
ed with sulfonamide preparations. 
For inflammation of the lining 
membrane over the eyeball, known 
as the conjunctiva, local treatment 
with penicillin and sulfonamide 
preparations is effective. In some 
cases, however, depending on the 
type of germs causing the dif­ 
ficulty, streptomycin, aureomycin 
or Chloromycetin may be useful. 


TYPE OF GERM 
Befqre any treatment is start­ 
ed, it seems advisable that some 
of the material be removed from 


the infected conjunctiva or eye­ 
lid for examination under the 
microscope. When the type of 
germ causing the condition Is dis­ 
covered, the proper antibiotic may 
be employed. For example, In one 
form of conjunctiva, due to an 
organism known as Koch-Weeks 
bacillus, streptomycin or aureo­ 
mycin seems most effective. 
* 
An inflammation of the con­ 
junctiva may also occur from an 
organism known as the Morax- 
Axenfeld bacillus. In this condi­ 
tion, there is inflammation of the 
eyelid, as well as the lining mem­ 
brane over the eye. This Is treat­ 
ed best with streptomycin, aureo­ 
mycin or Chloromycetin. 


PENICILLIN HELPFUL 
In staphylococci i n f e c t i o n s , 
there are scales of the eyelids, and 
ulcers or sores around the roots 
of the eyelashes. Penicillin is help­ 
ful for the latter condition. 
One form of conjunctivitis, to­ 
gether with inflammation of the 
cornea or front part of the eye­ 
ball, is due to a virus and often 
occurs in epidemics. Aureomycin 
is helpful in this disorder. 
Whenever there Is inflamma­ 
tion of any part of the eye, a 
careful study to determine the 
germs producing the difficulty 
should be carried out, so that the 
most effective remedy may be se­ 
lected for treatment. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H.E.H.: My husband grinds his 
teeth in his sleet>.

Answer: Grinding of the teeth 
during sleep is more common in 
children than in adults. It is 
usually associated with some emo­ 
tional 
disturbance. 
Too

It will 
need the full cooperation of Marin’s two legis­ 
lators, the bridge directors, civic organizations 
and everyone possible to bring about its accom­ 
plishment 
Reapportionment will affect Marin county 
directly. 
There are two possibilities which 
would benefit the county-one seems likely, the 
other remote. 
Likely is the reapportionment of counties in 
the First Congressional District, which includes 
Marin, to include the nine northern coastal and 
bay counties. Eliminated would be the Sacra­ 
mento Valley counties. 
Unlikely it is that reapportionment will give 
Marin county an Assemblyman of its own, rather 
than sharing one with Sonoma county. This is 
because Marin's population is not quite enough 
itiO1 guarantee ciocs. oh a basis of population. It is 
unbelievable that southern California will be 
willing to allocate another northern Assembly­ 
man at the expense of one from the south. And 
there can be no more assemblymen than 89. 
Civilian defense and its cost also will be a 
major hurdle for the solons. Up to now every­ 
body has been waiting for everybody else. Gov­ 
ernor Warren has complained that the sute has 
been hampered by a lack of a federal program. 
Now he's going ahead anyway and expects the 
Legislature to provide the money. 
And that brings us up to the most important 
piece of business before the legislators—the state 
budget. For the second time in the history of 
the sute (the first was in 1949), a billion dollar 
budget seems in the making. Last year Warren 
and the Legislature were able to reduce it below 
the billion figure, but it seems unlikely they will 
succeed in doing the same this year. 
One aim of Warren this, as in other years, is 
a balanced budget He has announced he can 
see his way clear to such a balance. If the Legis­ 
lature decides to make appropriations above this 
amount, he declares, it better have a method of 
financing atuched if it expects his signature. 
Two things that are comiAg up for sure in 
this session are a proposal to do away with cross- 
filing and a new. old-age pension plan from 
promoter McLain. They are being presented to 
the Legislature by petition. 
The legislators 
must act on them. 
If they approve, the proposals become law; if 
they amend or disapprove, the measures auto­ 
matically land on the next general election 
ballot 
v 
And that's where they are going to go. It is 
silly to imagine that a Legislature, 90 per cent 
of members of which have at some tipie or 
other received nomination of both major parties 
and were so elected in the primaries, would vote 
out such a system and substitute one which 
would make them run two election races every 
time.

It also is silly to think that the Legislature 
would vote a radical proposal like McLain's, 
which would set a minimum pension of $75. 
Now the maximum is $75 and the solons are 
hard pressed to pay it. 
Therefore, you'll all get a chance to vole on 
both these propositions.

portance and interest; 
Highways, which must eventually come before 
the Legislature as a problem in need and cost; 
health insurance, which Warren is likely to 
introduce again; taxes, the need for new ones 
to balance the budget, veterans legislation, 
including a bonus proposal and many more.

Many Eye Infections 
Are Being Helped 
By New Wonder Drugs 
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Foreign Policy Through Eyes 
Of Four Prominent Americans 


(Note: What are the basic issues 
of foreign policy now being de­ 
bated by Americans everywhere? 
What precisely have outstanding 
Americans been saying, for or 
against administration measures 
for dealing with the world crisis? 
To recapitulate the p r i n c i p a l 
points and proposals for grappling 
with international problems, an

by four prominent Americans 
recent weeks.)

NEW YORK OF)—The greatest 
debate In American history — on 
war and survival — swept this 
country and across the world to­ 
day, gripping the minds of millions 
of people. 
It was heightened by new U. N. 
reverses in Korea. 
Letters by the thousands poured 
into newspaper offices. Sober edi­ 
torials analyzed the issues. 
On 
both sides of the Atlantic, and in 
the Orient as well, speeches, state­ 
ments and broadcast reaction rose 
like sparks from the central fire. 
The debate was touched off by 
four prominent Americans, who 
spoke at intervals of about a week 
apart. 
They were former president Her­ 
bert Hoover; John Foster Dulles, 
Republican 
advisor 
on 
foreign 
policy; Thomas E. Dewey, governor 
of New York; and Joseph P. Ken­ 
nedy, former ambassador to Great 
Britain. 
Each pointed the danger, and 
uttered the warning. Each offered 
a plan for survival. 


ALL SURVEY RESOURCES 
All four surveyed the resources, 
military, political and economic, 
of the Communist world and the 
western Democracies. 
All four 
noted advantages and disadvan­ 
tages in geography for both sides. 
They agreed on many factors 
in the equation. 
But they disagreed sharply on 
three questions, which, in fact, 
form the core of the great debate. 
They are: 
1—What Is the relative value, 
to the United 
States, of our 
present allies if war comes? 
2—How much, It any, men apd 
money should we continue to pláce 
in Europe? 
X—Where shall Americans look 
for the hcpe of survival? 


FIRST POINT 
On the first point, this is what 
thty said: 
Hoover asserted that Western 
Europe has greater manpower and 
productive capacity today than It 
had in either World W ar One or 
Two. American efforts to bring 
unity to them have failed, he said. 
One of his key statements, was: 
“The prime obligation of defense 
of Western Europe rests upon the 
nations of Europe. America can­ 
not create their spiritual forces; 
we cannot buy them with money" 
Similarly with the United Na­ 
tions 
and 
specifically 
Britain, 
Hoover said: “It is clear the U.N. 
cannot mobilize substantial mili­ 
tary forces. It is clear continental 
Europe has not in the three years 
of our aid developed that unity 
of purpose and that will power 
necessary for its own defense. It 
is clear that our British friends 
are flirting with appeasement of 
Communist China. It is clear that 
the United Nations is in a fog of 
debate and indecision whether to 
appease or not to appease." 
John Poster Dulles and Gov. 
disagree with this 


mation. Neither made direct ref­ 
erence to Hoover or his address. 
On the same Issue of America’s 
allies, Dewey said: 
“If our owl) ideals of freedom 
in the world did not require it, 
the 
stark 
necessities 
of 
self- 
preservation would demand that 
we develop and keep strong brave 
allies. We shall make united and 
mighty the fortes of the free 
world, and swiftly, or we shall be 
soon isolated and left to die." 
Dulles went even further; 
He listed the achievements 'o f 
the United Nations and the United 
States. Noting that Russia could 
boast of no new country conquered 
in 1950, he said, “that means the 
free world has found the way to 
alow down Soviet Communist ex­ 
pansion by methods short of open 
war. That Is no mean accomplish­ 
ment.’’ 
He said Western Europe has 
depth, numbers and military ex­ 
perience, 
adding 
that 
a 
pre­ 
arranged defense could at least 
make an attack there a costly 
operation. 
FEWER FRIENDS 
SAYS KENNEDY 
Former 
ambassador 
Kennedy, 
however, said: 11 We have ta r fewer 
friends than we had in 1945. The 
military strength of# Britain is 
one fourth of what it was in 1946 
and she shows every Inclination 
to avoid the heavy burdens that 
would be involved in rebuilding 
It." 
He asked, “Where is there in 
all Europe any buffer against a 
massed Russian assault? 
Worse 
than this, where is there any de­ 
termination 
to 
create 
such 
a 
buffer?" 
Those were the four views on 
the question of the value 
of 
Western Europe to the United 
States in case of war. 
MONEY FOR EUROPE 
Divergent views, too, came on 
the question of whether more 
money should be furnished to 
Western Europe. 
Hoover — “To warrant our fur­ 
ther aid they should show they 
have spiritual strength and unity 
to avail themselves of their own 
resources. But it must be far more 
than paper promises and declara­ 
tions. Today It must express it­ 
self in organized and equipped 
combat divisions of such large 
numbers as would erect a sure 
dam against the Red flood. And 
that before we land another man 
or another dollar on their shores.” 
Dulles, expanding his theme of 
the value of collective security In 
Europe, said “Solitary defense is 
never impregnable." The Western 
world must be in position to deter 
a Russian attack, he said, or ef­ 
fectively to counter-attack if it 
comes. “Around the rim of the 
captive world, the free world can 
create enough economic and po­ 
litical vigor, enough m i l i t a r y 
strength and enough will to resist 
so that these areas c a n n o t be 
chiefly conquered." 
* 
Kenndy — “It is Idle to talk of 
being able to hold the line of 
the Elbe or the line of the Rhine. 
Why should we waste valuable re­ 
sources in making such an at­ 
tempt? 
“If the weakened European na­ 
tions wish to hold that line and 
demonstrate a determination to 
do so, it may be that we can 
afford them some help." 
Dewey — “Foi* a 
decade, 
the 
tragic words, ‘too little and too 
Uta’ Let not thsee word# be tin 


epitaph of America and of our 
civilization." 
THIRD KEY QUESTION 
On the third key question—a 
program for survival—the views of 
all four varied, in basis, and in 
degree. 
Gov. Dewey called jfcur staying 
ahead 
In 
the 
development of 
atomic weapons. 
Without going 
into detail, he advocated main­ 
taining “invulnerable bases around 
the world from which to send 
the bomb." 
Kennedy said our s t r e n g t h 
should be concentrated in Canada, 
the Caribbean, Latin America and 
Iceland. He said we should get 
out of Korea and Asia and not 
attempt to hold the river lines 
In Europe. 
Dulles said the United States 
is not confronted with only one 
alternative—to withdraw entirely, 
or to commit our forces all over 
the world. He insisted that the 
problem is to select the bases, 
anywhere in the world, from which 
we can counter-attack a Russian 
assault, and where our power will 
tend to “deter" a Soviet on­ 
slaught. 
“When *1 was in the Senate 
working for the ratification of the 
North Atlantic Pact," he said, “I 
took the position that it did not 
commit the U.S. to the land de­ 
fense of any particular area. It 
did commit us to action, but the 
action of our own choosing rather 
than action that an aggressoi 
could dictate to us." 
Hoover’s phrase, d e s c r i b i n g 
America as a “Western hemisphere 
Gibralter of Western civilization" 
has 
already gone 
around 
the 
world, stirring various reactions. 
NOT WITHDRAWING 
But the former president was 
careful to point that he did not 
mean 
withdrawing 
inside 
this 
country or this hemisphere alone. 
On the contrary, he said we could 
hold 
the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, and th at our western fron­ 
tier should be on Britain “if she 
wishes 
to 
cooperate,” 
and 
in 
Japan, Formosa and the Philip­ 
pines in the east. 
He said we have little need fcr 
large land armies “unless we are 
going to Europe or China." But, 
he said, we should arm our sea 
and air forces “to the teeth. ’ 
Japan, he said» should be given 
her independence and provided 
with arms to defend herself. China 
should be branded as an aggressor 
and denied a seat In the U.N. 
The members of the U.N. should 
■top all shipments of supplies to 
the Chinese Reds that can be used 
for military purposes. 
END TO VACILLATION 
He called for an end to vacilla­ 
tion and disunity in Europe, a 
concrete demonstration of the will 
and ability to fight* if attacked. 
He described Germany as “their 
frontier." 
The United States, Hoover saM, 
must continue to aid the hungry 
in the world, and to aid “other 
nations when they have displayed 
spirit and strength in defense 
against Communism." 
There can be no appeasement, 
cause of freedom has echoed the 
he continued. And he said: 
“We Americans alone with sea 
and air power can so control the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans that 
there can be no possible Invasion 
of the western hemisphere by 
Communist armies. They can no 
more reach Washington Jx!i 'iorcg

BUT BEHIND ALL THAT, and much less 
conspicuous, is the real work: The committee 
hearings, the backbone of Congress. Some are 
sensational. Most are dull, but necessary, most 
of the time. 


Not much these first few days of the new Con­ 
gress. 
Monday President Truman delivers his 
state of the union message to Congress, to be fol­ 
lowed by his budget message. 
That budget—the estimate of what it will cost 
to run the government another year and pay for 
defenses—is where the work begins. 
For months the government department and 
agencies have been working on the budget, each 
on its own part of the budget. They're supposed 
to figure the minimum money they need to keep 
running. 
Then the budget bureau experts go over the 
figures with them to try to cut the expenses 
further. Then the President wraps up the fin­ 
ished product and tosses it to Congress. 


THEN THE PARADE begins: the heads of 
the departments and agencies troop up to the 
Capitol to tell the House and Senate appropria­ 
tions committees why they think they need so 
much. 
* 
% 
These hearings go on for months, with the 
committees trying to cut the figures further. In 
other years Congress made a great to-do when it 
thought it could chop off a few million here or 
there. 
And this year there’ll be more fuss than ever 
over economy-in-government here at home since 
this is an unusual year and the same Congress 
will have to pile billions on billions for defense. 
And all this business about money for run­ 
ning t^e government won't wind up before next 
summer. 
But money is only part of the com­ 
mittee work in Congress. 
All the other committees, and there are plenty 
of thep, will be busy, too: The committees on 
foreign affairs, on the armed services, on com-' 
merce, on taxes, and the committees that will 
handle mobilization goals and controls. 


Success of the wonder drug# 
against eye infections is one of 
their important but, often over­ 
looked, benefits. 
The tissues of the eye are more 
exposed to infection than other 
parts of the body. At the same 
time, their resistance to it is less. 
Thus, in the days before the ad­ 
vent of the sulfonamide drugs and 
the antibiotics, eye infections often 
proved difficult to deal with. To­ 
day, all this Is changed. We can 
find in our ever-increasing list of 
such medications a remedy against 
most of the numerous infections 
which commonly affect the eyes. 


INFECTION ÓF SKIN 
For infection of the skin of the 
lids and the lid margins, particu­ 
larly with streptococci and sta- 
phylicocci germs, the sulfonamide 
drug* seem most effective in the 
application of a five per cent oint­ 
ment. However, bacitracin 
and 
penicillin ointments are also use­ 
ful. 
In the case of an abscess on the 
lid, such as a sty, sulfonamide 
drugs, taken by mouth, ere quite 
useful. Infection of the ltd edge, 
known as bJepnaritis, is also treat­ 
ed with sulfonamide preparations. 
For inflammation of the lining 
membrane over the eyeball, known 
as the conjunctiva, local treatment 
with penicillin and sulfonamide 
preparations Is effective. In some 
cases, however, depending on the 
type of germs causing the dif­ 
ficulty, streptomycin, aureomycin 
or Chloromycetin may be useful. 


TYPE OF GERM 
Befqre any treatment is start­ 
ed, it seems advisable that some 
of the material be removed from 


the infected conjunctiva 
lid for examination under the 
microscope. When the type of 
germ causing the condition is dis­ 
covered, the proper antibiotic may 
be employed. For example, in one 
form of conjunctiva, due to an 
organism known as Koch-Weeks 
bacillus, streptomycin or aureo­ 
mycin seems most effective. 


An inflammation of the con­ 
junctiva may also occur from an 
organism known as the Morax- 
Axenfeld bacillus. In this condi­ 
tion, there is inflammation of the 
eyelid, as well as the lining mem­ 
brane over the eye. This is treat­ 
ed best with streptomycin, aureo­ 
mycin or Chloromycetin. 


PENICILLIN HELPFUL 
In staphylococci i n f e c t l o n e , 
there are scales of the eyelids, and 
ulcers or sores around the roots 
of the eyelashes. Penicillin is help­ 
ful for the latter condition. 


One form of conjunctivitis, to­ 
gether with inflammation of the 
cornea or front part of the eye­ 
ball, is due to a virus and often 
occurs in epidemics. Aureomycin 
Is helpful in this disorder. 


Whenever there is inflamma­ 
tion of any part of the eye, a 
careful study to determine the 
germs 
producing the 
difficulty 
should be carried out, so that the 
most effective remedy may be se­ 
lected for treatment. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. E. H.: My husband grinds his 
teeth in his sleep. What would be 
the cause? 


Answer: Grinding of the teeth 
during sleep is more common in 
children than In adults. It is 
usually associated with some emo­ 
tional 
disturbance. 
Too 
much 
physical or mental activity just 
prior to sleep may cause this con­ 
dition to occur more frequently.

Football Games 


RIVERSIDE i/P)—Officials of the 
Pacific Coast Conference headed to­ 
day for the National Collegiate Ath­ 
letic Association convention at Dal­ 
las after one pf the most turbulent 
winter meetings in its history. 
Highlights of the session were: 
Possible withdrawal of the con­ 
ference from the post-season Rose 
Bowl football game. 
A proposal spring football prac­ 
tice be abolished by all NCAA mem­ 
ber schools. 
Banning of live televising of con­ 
ference football games next fall. 
“We feel the conference took real 
steps to relieve the pressure now 
placed on intercollegiate athletics, 
particularly football,” said Com­ 
missioner Victor O. Schmidt. 
The decision regarding the Rose 
Bowl will be made at a special meet­ 
ing In San Francisco “soon after 
the NCAA meeting.” 
The conference adopted a resolu­ 
tion seeking to have the NCAA 
amend its constitution to bar spring 
practice. Such a measure, if adop­ 
ted, could not become effective un­ 
til 1952. 
Television got the heave-ho be­ 
cause the conference believes it was 
a factor in declining attendance. 
The delegates, Schmidt said, were 
disturbed by the decrease in at­ 
tendance redteipts. * 
“They felt that the intercollegiate 
athletic program was an integral 
part of the community life add that 
actual attendance at the contest 
contributed much to the develop­ 
ment of the individual, including 
students and players, from the 
standpoint pf appreciation and in­ 
terest,” said the spokesman.

Ike Goes To Europe 
To Fight Communism 


Flies To Paris With 
Truman Promise Of 
Whole-Hearted lacking 


WASHINGTON (*V-Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower took off for Europe 
today to start organising defenses 
against communism. His goal, stat­ 
ed jointly with President Truman, 
is “peace and tranquility.” 
The Allied commander's big plane 
took to the air at 9:4$ a. m. FST) 
after a full-dress military ceremony 
at National Airport in which the 
President took part. 
He went with a promise 
from 
Truman that he will have “whole­ 
hearted backing” both from this 
country and from the 11 other North 
Atlantic Pact nations whose forces 
he has been chosen to weld into a 
bulwark against aggression. 
MET WITH PRESIDENT 
Eisenhower met with the Presi­ 
dent for half an hour before tak­ 
ing off for Paris and the first or­ 
ganization steps looking to a uni­ 
fied and stronger European armed 
force. 
The General told newsmen that 
before going to the airport he also 
would talk with W. Averell Harri- 
man, special assistant to Truman 
on foreign affairs. 
Joseph Short, White House press 
secretary, said the President dis­ 
cussed the whole situation with the 
supreme Allied commander. 
“In this conversation." Short add­ 
ed, “the President made It plain to 
General Eisenhower that he had 
the wholehearted backing of the 
United States. 
"The President 
also 
expressed 
himself as being certain that Gen. 
Eisenhower had the same sort of 
backing from the 11 other nations. 
“It was stressed in the talk be­ 
tween the President and

bill. 
In 1928 he was employed by the 
chain store companies to defeat a 
chain store taxation referendum in 
a successful campaign.

Valley Dispute 


Still Argued 


HIGHGATE, Vt. (U.P.)—The peace­ 
ful Champlain Valley that lies be­ 
tween Vermont’s *Green Mountains 
and tfce Adirondacks of New York 
is still disputed territory. 
The war of the historians started 
in 1853, long after the real wars 
were over, when a weathered lead 
tube was found in the sand along 
the banks of the Missisquoi River. 
This ink-scrawled message on 
parchment, preserved in Highgate 
Town Hall, was found inside: 
"November 29, AD* 1564 — This 
is the solemne day I must die. This 
is the 90th day since we left the 
ship. 
All have perished and on 
the banks of this river I die too. 
Farewell. May future posterity know 
our end. 
John Graye." 
Forty-five years later, in 1609, 
Samuel de Champlain led an ex­ 
pedition from Quebec and claimed 
the lush territory for France. The 
British conquered it in the French 
and Indian War and lost it to the 
infant United 8tates during the 
Revolution. 
Still the Trench claim of discov­ 
er/ was honored and some histor­ 
ians believe to this day that Cham­ 
plain was the first. What would a 
common sailor be doing with writ­ 
ing materials and a lead tube, they 
ask? 
Others krgue that such equipment 
was standard and used for the pur­ 
pose of establishing claims to virgin 
territory in the New World.

Next Tuesday 
KEREMEOS, B. C. (IP) — Thirty 
members of a religious sect who 
call themselves the “Children of 
Light” are in an old, shuttered farm 
house today waiting for the end of 
the world. They say it’ll come next 
Tuesday. 
They are members of the “Church 
of God” who broke away from 
Pentecostal Tabernacle in this Brit 
fsh Columbia interior town of 1000, 
some 150 miles east of Vancouver, 
B. C. 
The group has sold all worldly 
belongings and has been In the 
self-imposed confinement for 11 
days.

Let's Be Better Mannered 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 
Let’s remember our peace-time morals and our peace-time manners 
in the big effort ahead. 
There was a piece in a newspaper the other day about how there’s 
a run on new-car buying in the local showrooms. Customers were rush­ 
ing in with their fists full of cash and not particular any more about the 
color, the slip-covers or the white- 
wailed tires. One line in the story in­ 
terested me particularly: about how 
ii was happening all over again, just 
when salesmen were beginning to 
great customers like customers—in­ 
stead of annoyances—again. 
I t’s unfair to single out automo­ 
bile salesmen as examples, because 
there will probably be stampedes in 
the direction of other purveyors of 
goods when the emergency pinch 
really begins to be felt. I don’t know 
that the ^car-buying rush is nation­ 
wide. But it might be weU to re­ 
member back to the disagreeable as­ 
pects of the shortages in World War 
n and try to handle ourselves a lit­ 
tle better next time. 
Remember the way lots of us 
wooed the butcher and the grocer? 
Remember the little cigar store 
where the clerk would produce a 
whole carton of cigarettes from un­ 
der the counter—and only for about 
twice what they’d cost on the regu­ 
lar market? 
Remember the saleswomen in the 
department stores—particularly the 
stocking counter? Remember how 
are all complained about the rude 
waiters, taxi-drivers, gas station at­ 
tendants? 
But most of all, remember how 
many of us tried to do our own pri­ 
vate stockpiling and we didn't seem 
to care who we elbowed out of line 
or who didn’t get his own fair share 
as long as we were taken care of? 
Of course, the butcher, the baker 
tiiH the candle-stick maker who 
turned into greedy gray-marketeers 
turned because we—the customers— 
let them. Their bad manners were 
only a reflection of the customers’ 
own worse manners—and morals. 
All this can happen again, for 
we’re bound to run into shortages 
and minor deprivations while we 
are spending our productive power 
and strength to build and stockpile 
as a nation against the exigencies of 
the future. If all of us can Just re­ 
member our experiences less than 
10 years back—and remember how 
useless it was to hoard, pay black- 
market prices and to chisel—we 
arould do a much better Job and be 


happier while we are doing it. 
The market is controlled by sup­ 
ply and demand and when the de­ 
mand gets out of proportion to the 
supply, the seller is in the position 
of an absolute monarch. T hat’s 
when sometimes the monarch puts 
his manners and his morals away 
for the duration. Of course, when 
the supply Is bigger than the de­ 
mand, the customer can turn arro­ 
gant—and frequently does. 
Our experiences in World War 
II certainly showed most of us that 
patronising black m a r k e t s and 
hoarding were wasteful and ex- 
travagent. It certainly left those of 
us who bought more than we were 
entitled to feeling cheap and shoddy 
Many women who made an expen­ 
sive deal with her butcher when the 
squeeze was cm, changed to a new 
one—and had nothing but hard feel­ 
ings for him after the emergency 
was over. Rude salespeople may 
have felt like little Neros for a brief 
hour—but their c u s t o m e r s re­ 
membered after they wished all 
could be forgiven. 
It seems to me that now la the 
time to think through a situation 
which may be Just ahead of us. 
Let’s resolve for 1961 to put aside an 
impulse to hoard or patronise 
black market. If we’re customers 
And, if we’re sellers of goods, to be 
honorable, fair—and mannerly. 
Life will be pleasanter and easier 
for all of us.

I ^ t ’s rem em ber our peace-tim e m orals and our peace-tim e m anners 
in the big effort ahead. 
T here was a piece in a new spaper the other day about how there's 
a ru n on new -car buying in the local showrooms. Customers were rush­ 
ing in w ith th eir fists full of cash and not particular any more about the 
color, the slip-covers or the white* 
walled tires. One line in the story in ­ 
terested me particularly : about how 
it was happening all over again, ju st 
w hen salesm en were beginning to 
tre a t custom ers like custom ers—in ­ 
stead of annoyances—again.

Rem em ber th e saleswomen in th e 
departm ent stores—particularly the 
stocking counter? Rem em ber how 
we all com plained about the rude 
waiters, taxi-drivers, gas station a t­ 
tendants? 
B ut most of all, rem em ber how 
m any of us tried to do our own p ri­ 
vate stockpiling and we didn't seem 
to care who we elbowed out of line 
or who didn't get his own fair share 
as long as we were taken care of?

Photo fans are just as likely 
to make New Year resolutions, 
and as qualified to break them, as 
any normal group of people. My 
candidate for a resolution is aimed 
at those fans who have been 
doing dark room work l o n g 
enough to have become familiar 
—and careless-»with the normal 
routine: 
**I resolve to read the instruc­ 
tions and follow the directions in 
all phases of dark room work, 
just as I did when I first started. 
When mixing solutions, 111% be 
sure to get the ingredients in the 
proper order and test—not guess 
—at temperatures.**

AS A REMINDER that rules 
are made to be broken, bqt there’s 
a basic and sound reason for the 
rules in the first place, I’ve come 
across an interesting couple of 
pictures from Boston. They are 
the m ult of printing from a wet 
negative 
which the 
rules 
say 
shouldn’t 
be 
done 
in* normal 
amateur procedure. However there 
are many occasions in commercial 
er newspaper work where this 
principle is Ignored when speed 
la of paramount Importance. 
In this case, Prank Fitasim- 
mons, an Associated Press dark 
room man, had to rush prints of 
a football game for speedy dis­ 


tribution. He yanked the nega­ 
tive directly from the hypo, swish­ 
ed it through the air to remove 
surplus liquid and put it in the 
enlarger. It had a glassless car­ 
rier. After making a few prints 
he noticed that one of the player’s 
heads was getting larger and 
larger and suddenly it blurred. He 
removed the lens, cleaned it, re- 
Xocussed and when he printed it, 
the head was r e d u c e d to a 
midget’s 
The explanation was in drops 
of liquid. In the first case it had 
formed under the negative, di­ 
rectly under the head, getting 
larger and larger until it fell. It 
acted as an auxiliary enlarging 
lens on that particular area only. 
Another drop was formed on top 
of the negative in that same spot 
and acted as a reducing lens on 
the head. When that was removed 
the prints, and players, returned 
to normal. 
t " e ■ • 
THIS CA8E of gremlins at work 
in the dark room is hard to 
duplicate intentionally, but might 
provide entertainment for a ’long 
winter evening’ if the results are 
as comical as the pictures that 
Pitssimmons got. But don’t use 
a negative you treasure, for the 
chances are it may be ruined. The 
emulsion on wet negatives is soft 
and can be s c r a t c h e d with 


no effort at all. Enlarging heat 
(unless you have the 
new cold 
light) can melt it or cause re­ 
ticulation. You’re more likely to 
have water spots due to partial 
drying also, during the process. 
* 
• • 
WHILE STILL on the subject 
of printing from wet negatives, 
here are two other methods good 
to know Just for an emergency. 
For enlarging, using a glass car­ 
rier, make a glycerin sandwich. 
A 
little glycerin goes 
on the 
center of one glass, then the wet 
negative, then a little more gly­ 
cerin, topped by the other glass. 
For contact printing, the wet 
negative goes on the glass, then 
a very large sheet of thin cel­ 
lophane. Lightly squeegee tfie two 
to remove air bells.

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tribution. He yanked the nega­ 
tive directly from the hypo, swish­ 
ed it through the air to remove 
surplus liquid and put it in the 
enlarger. It had a glassless car­ 
rier. After making a few prints 
he noticed that one of the player’s 
heads was getting 
larger

larger and suddenly it blurred. He 
removed the lens, cleaned it, re­ 
focussed and when he printed it, 
the head was r e d u c e d to a 
midget's size. 
The explanation was in drops 
of liquid. In the f irst case it had 
formed under the negative, di­ 
rectly under the head, getting 
larger and larger until it fell. It 
acted as an auxiliary enlarging 
lens on that particular area only. 
Another drop was formed on top 
of the negative in that same spot 
and acted as a reducing lens on 
the head, When that was removed 
the prints, and players, returned 
to normal.

THIS CASE of gremlins at work 
in the dark room is hard to 
duplicate intentionally, but might 
provide entertainment for a 'long 
winter evening* if the results are 
as comical as the pictures that 
Fitzsimmons got. But don't use 
a negative you treasure, for the 
chances are it may be ruined. The 
emulsion on wet negatives is soft 
and can be s c r a t c h e d with 


no effort at all. Enlarging heat 
(unless you have the new cold 
light) can melt it or cause re­ 
ticulation. You're more likely to 
have water spots due to partial 
drying also, during the process.

WHILE STILL on the subject 
of printing from wet negatives, 
here are two other methods good 
to know just for an emergency.

Take from $800 to $3,000, an 
unused basement or garage, and 
some hard work. Put them to- 
gether with a little advice and 
soon you can be a representative 
of one of Marin's least known, 
but fastest growing industries— 
chinchilla raising. 
The money is undoubtedly the 
most elusive part of this formula.. 
But when looked at as a combina­ 
tion of hobby, business, and in­ 
vestment, chinchilla raising does 
possess certain features. 
Take Mrs. Marjorie Webster, of 
333 San Francisco avenue, San 
Anselmo, for example. 
She bought one pair of chinchil­ 
las in 1947 and left them at a 
boarding ranch. In 1949 she pur­ 
chased another pair, and brought 
the four home. And now as the 
result she has 13 animals and is 
supporting herself entirely upon 
what she earns from her fine 
stock of breeding animals. 
That’s an example of what can 
be done in this business. Now let’s 
take a look at the little fellow 
who makes chinchilla raising so 
profitable and desirable. 
CHINCHILLAS are small, grey 
animals, with short front legs and 
long hind legs. They resemble 
rabbits somewhat, but actually 
have no family relation. 
When full grown they are about 
15 inches long, from the tips of 
their twitching noses to the ends 
of their soft furry tails, and they 
weigh about one pound. 
Their fur is the softest and 
thickest known. It is so thick, in 
fact, that fleas and mites cannot 
live in the fur. 
The fur is of the “agouti” type. 
It is dark grey at the root and 
about halfway to the end of the 
hair shaft abruptly changes color 
to a light grey.

In 1013 R. * Chapman, a young 
mining engtwer* with a love for 
animals, was shown some chin­ 
chilla pelts taken in the vicinity 
of his South American mine. In­ 
trigued by the beauty and soft­ 
ness of the fur, Chapman hired 
an Indian guide to take him to 
the tops of the Andes where be 
mild trap some animals. 
Chapman and other trappers 
who Joined the search, were able 
to find less than 30 animals. More 
than three years after beginning 
his search Chapman finally ob­ 
tained permission to b r i n g 11 
chinchillas to the United States. 
From these few chinchillas, 
known among breeders as the 
“Chapman animals,” the entire 
chinchilla industry has grown. 
In less than 30 years breeders 
have increased the world chin­ 
chilla population to some 60,000 
to 70,000 animals worth many mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
BUT DON’T RUSH right out to 
buy a chinchilla coat. There are 
less than 50 such Items in the 
entire world and most simply are 
not for sale. They were purchased 
by their present owners, most fa­ 
mous of whom probably Is Lily 
Pons, for from $35,000 to $50,000. 
Chinchilla ranchers doh’t expect 
many yeaea yet. O. W. Bilderback, 
io supply animals for pelting for 
Novato chinchilla rancher a n d 


agent for Allied Fur Industries, ex­ 
plains it this way: 
“Prices of breeding pairs of 
Chinchillas have come down from 
$13,200 to their present range of 
from $800 to $3,000. But this is 
still far more than the $200 brought 
by each pelt. 
“It simply Is more profitable for 
rancher^ to raise breeding animals 
than pelts.” 
Bilderback explains that they 
don’t expect this situation to con­ 
tinue. “The day will come,” he 
points out, “when ranchers will 
have to recognize that they must 
decide to raise breeding stock or 
to raise for pelts.” 
The ranchers then will prob­ 
ably divide into two classes. There 
will be small ranches, like the 
eight or ten in Marin county, that 
will supply the breeding stock, and 
there will be large ones, like Chap­ 
man's in southern California with 
thousands of animals, which will 
supply the pelts. 
Mrs. Webster is enthusiastic 
about her new-found profession. 
She beams as she picks up an 
animal, always at the base of the 
tall, and chucks him under the 
chin. 
“All you have to do is follow 
the advice of those with experi­ 
ence, and don’t experiment.” 
She says that “Chines” are live­ 
ly animals. “They keep me awake 
by running around their cages 
at night.” 
Mrs. Webster points particularly 
to the care and feeding of chin­ 
chillas, which really couldn't be 
more simple. 
THEY LIVE IN WIRE cages the 
size of small rabbit hutches. Their 
diet varies with the beliefs of the 
grower, but is generally recog­ 
nized to be complex with the feed­ 
ing of alfalfa hay and special pel­ 
lets. Year’s feed for a 
chinchilla 
will cost no more than three dol­ 
lars.

Most of us do not believe in going around hunting for trouble. 
But there is a good place to make an exception to this rule. That U 
in your own home. A tour of inspection can save you a lot of head­ 
aches, heartaches and pains in the pocketbook. 
There’s a lot of fun in owning a house. If you want to, you can 
rest on your oars until an emergency arises and you have to kick in 
for a new heating plant, paint job, or new root. Or you can study 
up on everything from ten-penny nails to British thermal units so * 
you can klbitx the carpenter and heating contractor—all in vain. 
But the sensible thing to do is to give the old manse the once 
over and decide on the spot 
whether it is worth more to have 
the thing fixed by a professional 
or try to do It yourself. You have 
to keep in the back of your mind 
the factor that your time may be 
worth more to you than the cost 
of hiring a man to do the Job—to 
say nothing of the cost of having 
things rectified If you botch the 
Job. 
A good place to start looking for 
trouble is hi the basement, If you 
have one. The fellow who basks on 
a radiant heated slab and Wonders 
where he will store his lawn mower 
misses aU the fun and mildew that 
we basement dwellers enjoy. 


BO LET'S START inspecting the 
farthest cellar comer—around the 
water meter, where the house main 
comes hi from the street. Odds on, 
you’ll find the pipe and maybe the 
meter well caated with rust. That’s 
to be expected, because of conden­ 
sation on cold water pipes. XI you 
want to be especially neat it’s a 
good Idea to clean the surface off 
with emery doth and give the pipe 
a good coating of aluminium paint. 
The same goes for a rusty meter. 
Makes it easy to see and does a lot 
to clean up that corner. The 
famous slogan, **save the surface 
and you save all." applies to metal 
as well as to wood. 
From the meter on In. you may 
have copper or brass (dumbing,

floor for cracks. If your foundation 
Is concrete block, stone or other 
unit masonry, look for cracks be­ 
tween joints and any signs oi 
mortar being loose, crumbling, or 
failing out. 
Any spots or streaks of dampness 
mean leakage. Often minor leaks 
can be stopped from the Inside with 
new waterproofing concrete paints. 
On the other hand, any serious 
settlement crack may call for ex­ 
cavation on the outside, correction 
of the cause of settlement, filling 
of the crack and renewal of ex­ 
terior waterproofing. 
Major settlement cracks usually 
occur in cases of inadequate foot­ 
ings or construction * on filled-in 
land. Of course, earth tremors and 
expansion of day soil also can 
crack foundations, but construction 
usually anticipates such hasards in 
affected localities.

MUCH LEAKAGE in basements 
Is caused by improper grading and 
poor drainage outside. Not only 
should your lawn slope slightly 
away from your foundation, but 
the subsoil should be graded in 
that direction before top wO k 
spread. Roof gutters, kept free of 
dry leaves, are Important In keep­ 
ing excessive water away from a 
foundation.

should be connected to an ade­ 
quate dry well or catch basin 
located six feet or more away 
from the foundation, or with a 
storm sewer. 


Sometimes wet spots appear in 
new basements without much sig­ 
nificance. Loose earth filled in 
around the new foundation allows 
water to collect In heavy storms 
and seepage results. As time goes 
on and grading ia finished, this 
trouble disappears.

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Gardens: Bulbs Planted Now 
Mean Spring Blooms 
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Don't be envious of your neigh­ 
bors who have beautiful spring 
gardens. Just remember th t they 
realized the importance of fall 
planting, so they could enjoy beau­ 
tiful spring flowers. 
With few exceptions the spring 
flowering bulbs must be planted 
in the fall of the year, and this 
. is the time to think about some 
of the bulbs such as daffodils, 
tulips, anemones, ranunculus, hya­ 
cinths, freesias, and dutch iris.

Both old and new floors require 
the same procedure, except that 
an additional step may be indi­ 
cated in reflnishing an old floor— 
that of taking off the old varnish 
with vamisti remover.

is becau« of natural shrinkage of 
the wooc and because of the clear­ 
ance In the Joints. You have to 
eliminate this roughness by sand­ 
ing the floor. 
THERE ARE SEVERAL types of 
sanding machines available on a 
rental basis at most hardware 
stores, and youll probably want 
to use two of them: The large, 
drum-type machine to prepare the 
main, open area of th e floor, and 
the disk-type edger to finish right 
up to the baseboards. 
If you haven’t used varnish re­ 
mover on the old floor, remove the 
existing 
finish 
with

abrasive on the sanding drum. 
Next 
use 
a 
medium 
grit 
for 
ftfwwu.hiny out the scratches left 
by the coarse abrasive. 
Finally, 
finish with a fine grit abrasive. 
WHEN 
FINISHING with the 
medium and fine abrasives, always 
sand with the grain. The rough­ 
ing (first sanding) can be done in 
an f direction. 
There will be some spot* you 
can’t reach with a sanding m a­ 
chine—around pipes and in the 
corners. Here, the old finish must 
be removed and tn ; wood smoothed 
with a hand scraper. 
WHEN THE FLOOR has been 
sanded and scraped thoroughly, 
dust the entire room—not only the 
floor itself but window 
frames, 
door frames, baseboards and ev­ 
erything else that might catch 
dust. 
Since all porous woods should be 
filled, your next step is to apply 
a paste wood filler to the floor. 


Some finishers like to put on a 
light oil stain before filling to give 
the floor an even color tone. Pre­ 
pare the filler by thinning It with 
turpentine to a creamy consistency 
and adding a small quantity of 
stain to prevent It from «tghten- 
in* Uje natural color of the wood. 
APPLY THE FILLER with a 
brush in the direction of the gia»», 
then rub across the grain with bur­ 
lap or r-fher coarse cloth until the 
filler begins to set and flatten. 
After applying, allow the filler to 
dry for 24 to 36 hours and then 
go over the floor with fine steel 
wool, rubbing at an angle to the 
grain, to remove all traces of filler 
hardened on the surface. 
After 
this, apply * floor sealer—shellac 
is good-with a wide brush. S tart 
in a corner and work a strip from 
one side of the room to the otfier, 
laying on the material with a full 
brush and with the grain of the 
wood. 
Let this dry, smooth with fine 
steel wool, dust and apply a coat 
of high-grade floor varnish in the 
manner you put on the seal­ 
er. 
You should end up with a 
handsome floor.

q w hat is the best way to 
clean wicker furniture? 
A—First, brush it with a stiff 
brush. , Then dip the brush in 
lukewarm, soapy water and scrub 
the furniture. Do a thorough Job 
of rinsing and then wipe the piece 
as dry as possible with a dry* lint- 
less cloth. Leave the furniture In 
an airy place until it dries com­ 
pletely. 
q —What is a Puller faucet? 
A—The Fuller faucet is going out 
of use. It uses a washer shaped 
somewhat like a bottle cork. To 
renew the washer, the entire fau­ 
cet must be unscrewed from the 
pipe becaufe the only way to reach 
the washer is through the back 
opening. The compression faucet, 
in which the washer is replaced 
by taking off the handle only, la 
the newer type. 
Q—How many nails should be 
used to hold down a strip single? 
A—Six nails are recommended 
for a three-tab, square butt, as­ 
phalt strip shingle. 
If the tabs 
are being exposed five inches, all 
nails should be on a line 6% inches 
up from the bottom of the butts. 
There should be a nail one inch 
in from each side and two nails, 
three inches apart, centered above 
each cutout. 
Q—Why is lacquer difficult tea 
use? 
A~*Becauae It dries so rapidly it 
tends to retain brush marks. 
Aa 
a rule, only an expert painter or 
furniture finisher can be expected 
to do a good lacquering Job. 
Q—What can be done to keep 
the comers of a rug from curling 
up? 
A—Rug corners curl because the 
sizing on the bottom of the rug 
has worn off. To renew the s u ­ 
ing, stretch the rug upside down 
on the floor and spray it with a 
solution of a half pound of chip 
glue in twoyquarts of water. Let 
tt dry for about a day.

Mean Spring Blooms

Don’t be envious of your neigh­ 
bors who have beautiful spring 
gardens. Just remember th t they 
realized the importance of fall 
planting, so they could enjoy beau­ 
tiful spring flowers. 
With few exceptions the spring 
flowering bulbs must be planted 
in the fall of the year, and this 
. is the time to think about some 
of the bulbs such as daffodils, 
tulips, anemones, ranunculus, hya­ 
cinths, freesias, and dutch iris. 
'These bulbs should "be planted 
as soon as they arrive at the 
nurseries, as late as December and 
January. Early planting is best, 
lor late planting generally results 
in short stemmed flowers and 
smaller blooms. 
Give the bulbs a place in which 
the sun is available at least part 
of the day. They prefer a rich, 
well spaded soil in which a quan­ 
tity of bone meal has been well 
worked. During the growing and 
flowering season be sure they have 
plenty of water. 
The depth of planting, unless 
too shallow, is not critical. Daf­ 
fodils, hyacinths, and tulips should 
be planted 5 to 6 inches below the 
surface, dutch iris 3 inches below 
the surface, ranunculus and free­ 
sias 2 inches, and anemones about 
1 inch deep. 
Your garden can be a riot of 
color in the spring by planting 
bulbs now. All reliable nurseries 
carry a large stock of number one 
grade bulbs. For best results plant 
only top grade.

NEW YORK—<UJD—Home decor­ 
ation has reached the point where 
even a house plant must fit into 
the general decorating scheme of 
things. 
So says Louis Folitl, head gar- 
denetf for the New York Botanical 
Gardens, who claims the fashion­ 
able homemaker these days would 
not dare cultivate a cactus in a 
room where the furnishings were 
stark modern. 
Politi explained that a cactus is 
meant for informal room settings, 
such as you will see in the ranch- 
type house. On the other hand, the 
well-decorated formal room will 
have such greenery as a Norfolk 
Island pine or a new tropical plant 
called the peperomia. The pine is 
a stiff-stemmed plant whose nee­ 
dle-like branches jut out from the 
stem at about a 50-degree angle. 
The peperomia also is long and 
stiff-stemmed but its leaves are 
broad, colored an oily-green on 
top, and bright red underneath. 
“STYLES 
IN HOUSE plants 
change, too,” Politi said.

As for care of house plants, Politi 
said the biggest mistake of any 
homemaker is in over-watering. 
“At the botanical gardens, every 
time we get a new man he goes 
around with the garden hose, kill­ 
ing off plants, and not knowing 
any better,” Politi complained. 
“Some housewives are just at 
guilty.” 
HOUSE PLANTS need a good 
soaking when watered. You can’t 
set rules on frequency. The brat 
rule, he advised, is "when the dirt 
looks dry, give the plant a good 
soaking. Use water at room tem­ 
perature, and not that directly 
from the tap.” 
All plants need drainage. Other­ 
wise, water in the bottom of tha 
container starts the roots to de­ 
teriorating. An exception is in the 
growth of ivy, philodendron or 
other plants which will thrive in 
water, with addition of a little 
plant food. In this case, change 
the water every week. 
' Politi said cactus needs gravel, 
sand and cinders added to the soil, 
or the roots will begin to rot within 
hours after watering. 
Cactus also needs plenty of sun­ 
shine, although most other tropical 
plants can take plenty of shade. 
Politi warned, “In sunning any 
plant in winter, keep it from con- 
^ tact with the window-pane. You’ll 
freeze the leaves.** 


Don't Fü Coke Pans - 
Cake pans should be filled only 
about two-thirds full, as cake bat­ 
ter rises as it bakes. Place pans 
as near center of oven as pos­ 
sible, but not so dose together as 
to interfere with circulation of air. 
When baked, cakes shrink slightly 
from the pan.

ance in the joints. You have to 
eliminate this roughness by sand­ 
ing the floor. 
THERE ARE SEVERAL types of 
sanding machines available on a 
rental basis at most hardware 
stores, and you’ll probably want 
to use two of them: The large, 
drum-type machine to prepare the 
main, open area ofHhe floor, and 
the disk-type edger to finish right 
up to the baseboards. 
If you haven’t used -varnish re­ 
mover on the old floor, remove the 
existing 
finish 
with 
a 
coarse 
abrasive on the sanding drum. 
Next use 
a medium 
grit for 
smoothing out the scratches left 
by the coarse abrasive. 
Finally, 
finish with a fine grit abrasive. 
WHEN FINISHING with the 
medium and fine abrasives, always 
sand with the grain. The rough­ 
ing (first sanding) can be done in 
anf direction. 
There will be some spots you 
can’t reach with a sanding ma­ 
chine—around pipes and In the 
corners. Here, tbs old f inish must 
be removed and tns wood smoothed 
with a hand scraper. 
WHEN THE FLOOR has been 
sanded and scraped thoroughly, 
dust the entire room—not only the 
floor itself but window frames, 
door frames, baseboards and ev­ 
erything else that might catch 
dust. 
Since all porous woods should be 
filled, your next step is to apply 
a paste wood filler to the floor.

In Selecting Upholstery Fabrics 


In furniture, texture .and color 
are becoming more important daily 
in fabric selection. There is a trend 
from the smoother, more lustrous 
fabrics to those of heavier texturas 
fyrni duller finishes. Many* of the 
better styled matelasses. the most 
popular type of flat fabric, are 
now being offered with a nabbed 
ratanee, or boucle yarn whtch"gtve& 
a heavier texture. These are avail­ 
able in plain, geometric or floral 
designs, generally in self-toned 
colors. 
An introduction of the new 
"French Knot" type of frieze made 
of mohair and rayon has offered a 
textured pile fabric with a wide 
variety of clear colors and it has 
become the most popular of ail up­ 
holstery fabrics. These are also 
self-toned in color and ar e avail­ 
able in a wide variety of both Large 
and small patterns. 
WEAVING, BASICALLY* Is the 
interlacing of yams. 
To obtain 
various effects these yarns are in­ 
terlaced or woven in different ways. 
In general only two types of up­ 
holstery fabrics are used: first, 
flat fabrics and second* pile fabrics. 
Thére até Many‘ different.classifi­ 
cation* of flat fabrics such as tap­ 


estry, damask, matelasse, broca- 
telle, satin, faille, and many others. 
Ail of these are made from weaving 
two sefs of threads at right angles. 
Pile fabrics, on the other hand, 
differ from flat fabrics in that they 
have what is known as a "Third 
Dimension." In weaving pile fab­ 
rics an extra set of yarns is woven 
into the fabric in an upright posi­ 
tion. There are three general types 
of pile fabrics—first, velvets, which 
have a completely cut pile, such 
as plain mohair velvet and velour; 
second, friese, which uses a com­ 
pletely looped pile; and third, cut 
and uncut frieze velvet which is a 
combination of velvet 
and 
the 
frieze. 
t h e r e 
are 
f o u r 
y a r n s 
generally used in large quantities 
in upholstery fabrics, namely: cot­ 
ton, mohair, wool and rayon. These 
vary in their ability to resist wear­ 
ing, fading and soiling, the three 
characteristics most wanted in up- 
stery fabrics. 
Mohair, wool and 
rayon and cotton yarns resist wear­ 
ing in that respective order. Mo­ 
hair offers the greatest resistance 
to lading, vyith wool, rayon and 
’¿dUon fallowing, .Fabrics made of 
mohair show the greatest resist-

The modern, bright­ 
er reds are becoming more popular. 
Also, the warmer* neutral shades 
of beige, toast and cocoa brown are 
more important.

Some finishers like to put on a 
light oil stain before filling to give 
the floor an even color tone. Pre­ 
pare the filler by thinning it sfith 
tfcrpentine to a creamy consistency 
and adding a small quantity of 
stain to prevent It from Hghten- 
ing the natural color of the wood. 
APPLY THE FILLER wlOi a 
brush in the direction of the grain* 
then rub across the grain with bur­ 
lap or r ther coarse cloth until the 
filler begins to set and flatten. 
After applying, allow the filler to 
dry for 24 to 36 hours and then 
go over the floor with fine steel 
wool, rubbing at an angle to the 
grain, to remove all traces of filler 
hardened on the surface. 
After 
this, apply a floor sealer—shellac 
is good—with a wide brush. Start 
in a corner and work a strip from 
one side of the room to the other* 
laying on the material with a full 
brush and with the grain of the 
wood. 
Let this dry, smooth with fine 
steel wool, dust and apply a coat 
of high-grade floor varnish in the 
same manner you put on the seal­ 
er. 
You should end up with a 
handsome floor. 


Home Owners 
Question Box 


Q—What is the best way to 
clean wicker furniture? 
A—First, brush it with a stiff 
brush, s Then dip the brush in 
lukewarm, soapy water and scrub 
the furniture. Do a thorough job 
of rinsing and then wipe the piece 
as dry as possible with a dry* lint- 
less cloth. Leave the furniture in 
an airy place until it dries com­ 
pletely. 
Q—What is a Fuller faucet? 
A—The Fuller faucet is going out 
of use. It uses a washer shaped 
somewhat like a bottle cork. To 
renew the washer, the entire fau­ 
cet must be unscrewed from the 
pipe because the only way to reach 
the washer is through the back 
opening. The compression faucet, 
in which the washer is replaced 
by taking off the handle only, is 
the newer type. 
Q—How many nails should bo 
used to hold down a strip single? 
A—Six nails are recommended 
for a three-tab, square butt, as­ 
phalt strip shingle. 
If the tabs 
are being exposed five inches, all 
nails should be on m line 5 % inches 
up from the bottom of the butts. 
There should be a nail one inch 
in from each side and two 'nails, 
three inches apart, centered above 
each cutout. 
Q—Why is lacquer difficult to. 
use? 
A—Because It dries so rapidly It 
tends to retain brush marks. 
As 
a rule* only an expert painter or 
furniture finisher can be expected 
to do a good lacquering job. 
Q—What can be done to keep 
the corners ol a nig from curling 
up? 
A—Rug corners curl because the 
sizing on the bottom off the rug 
has worn off. To renew the «i», 
ing, stretch the rug upside down 
on the floor and spray it with a 
solution of a half pound of chip 
glue In twoyquarts of water. Let 
it dry for about a day.

in the San Francisco Bay area 
from San Jose to Santa Rosa. Pre­ 
liminary steps were taken toward 
an organization among the radio 
stations for the purpose of dis­ 
seminating news and instructions 
in case of a disaster. Committees 
were formed to plan details of co­ 
ordination between stations. In the 
event of a disaster anywhere in 
the Bay Area, the entire district 
would be i n f o r m e d . Each in­ 
dividual 
community 
would im­ 
mediately tune to its local station 
for information pertaining to the 
local area. For example, should a 
bombing occur in Marin County, 
KTIM Would become the main 
source of p u b l i c information. 
Should KTIM be unable to operate, 
another station in the area would 
take over the task of broadcasting 
news for this area. 
Although there was little pub­ 
licity regarding it during World 
War II, Bay Area radio stations 
had an emergency coordination 
plan similar to the one now being 
organized. A master control sta­ 
tion was established, wherein all 
other stations in the area main­ 
tained a constant listening watch. 
KGO was the master station at 
that time, and has been appointed 
to serve the same purpose again. 
In the event of an emergency, all 
sstations will hook up with KGO, 
so that everyone, regardless of 
what station he may be listening 
to, will be informed. 
Because of the fact that signals 
from radio stations provide assist­ 
ance to enemy bombing planes, all 
stations will hook Up with KGO, 
event of attack. 
KTIM, along with other Bay 
Area stations, is taking the Job 
of civil defense seriously.

Few Houses To Be Built In '51 
But Other Building To Be Big 


Containing six rooms with on attached garage, this house 
is well-adapted to a corner lot site. The plan features excel­ 
lent circulation with all rooms accessible from the front en­ 
trance hall. 
It has been selected as Plan No. 205 by Ameri­ 
can Builder magazine, 30 Church St., New York. 
Service rooms, such as the kitchen and garage, face the 
street front with the living room and dining room toward the 
rear. Storage area is provided in the attic, and a full base­ 
ment contains space for all utilities and recreation.

NEW YORK (U.W — People are 
much too serious about the busi­ 
ness of telling time, George Nelson 
says. He isn't talking about the 
clockwatchers who leave their desk 
at the stroke of 5:30 pm. 
“We get ulcers from docks* 
says Nelson, who heads a small 
group of product designers and 
architects. 
He designed a new line of clocks 
more than, a year ago, with whim­ 
sical designs, plexiglás b u b b l e 
fronts, and things like wooden 
balls at the end of brass spokes 
to mark the hours, instead of 
numbers. He wanted to get a little 
humor into time telling. 
“To my surprise * he said, “the 
most popular clock in the line is 
the one hardest to tell time by.” 
’That is 'the wall clock with the 
metal spokes and wooden ball 
markers. 
Now he’s convinced that the 
American public is ready for light­ 
hearted timepieces, quite different 
from the grandfather clock that 
relentlessly ticked away the min­ 
utes. 
HIS VERSION of a mantel clock 
has a plate glass rectangular front, 
with round brass buttons fastened 
on the back of the glass, “so they 
seem to float in front of the 
hands,” which are set against a 
round brass disk at the center of 
the clock. 
Two table model clocks and one 
wall clock have a plexiglás bubble 
fastened over the face. Another 
table clock Nelson describes as “an 
embroidery hoop and round-head­ 
ed pins stuck into' a piece of 
masonite.” 
Only one thing about America’s 
clock habits seems difficult to 
change. That’s the alarm that jars 
people out of bed in the morning. 
Nelson admitted he was revising

in the Ban Francisco Bay area 
from San Jose to Santa Rosa. Pre­ 
liminary steps were taken toward 
an organization among the radio 
stations for the purpose of dis­ 
seminating news and instructions 
in case of a disaster. Committees 
were formed to plan details of co­ 
ordination between stations. In the 
event of a disaster anywhere in 
the Bay Area, the entire district 
would be i n f o r m e d . Each in­ 
dividual community would im­ 
mediately tune to its local station 
for information pertaining to the 
local area. For example, should a 
bombing occur in Marin County, 
KTIM Would become the main 
source of p u b l i c information. 
Should KTIM be unable to operate, 
another station ip the area would 
take over the task of broadcasting 
news for this area. 
Although there was little pub­ 
licity regarding it during World 
War H, Bay Area radio stations 
had an emergency coordination 
plan similar to the one now being 
organized. A master control sta­ 
tion was established, wherein all 
other stations in the area main­ 
tained a constant listening watch. 
KGO was the master station at 
that time, and has been appointed 
to serve the same purpose again. 
In the event of an emergency, all 
sstations will hook up with KGO, 
so that everyone, regardless of 
what station he may be listening 
to, will be informed. 
Because of the fact that signals 
from radio stations provide assist­ 
ance to enemy bombing planes, ail 
stations will hook up with KOO, 
event of attack. 
KTIM, along with other Bay 
Area stations, is taking the Job 
of civil defense seriously.
